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REMARKS 
Election/Restriction 

The Office Action asserts that Claims 1-48 are directed to a first invention classified within 
class 702, subclass 187 (Group I), while Claims 49-90 are directed to a second invention in class 702, 
subclass 187 (Group II). Thus, the Office Action requests that Applicants elect an invention. In 
response, the Applicants elect to prosecute Group I directed to Claims 1-48.
